Political Poker 

The world now knows why Litvinoff 
was dismissed; and why Moscow was 80 
hard to satisfy as to the wording of a de- 
fensive agreement with the countries 
which want to preserve peace, order, and 
national rights in Europe. 

Stalin desired to deal with the aggres- 
sive bloc and the defensive bloc at the 
same time, playing one off against the 
other for the benefit of Russia. Litvin- 
off was apparently not willing or not able 
to play the game of duplicity with the re- 
quired finesse, and had to go. A successor 
was found who had both the will and the 
skill to keep the play going until the 
stakes were raised to satisfactory propor- 
tions. 

Whatever the democracies offered, 
Hitler outbid them. The outcome is the 
non-aggression pact between the author of 
Mein Kampf and the holder of the terri- 
tory which he covets even more than Dan- 
zig. Hitler's price for Russian neutrality 
on the peace issue is a promise to not in- 
vade the Russian Ukraine for 10 years. 

With a non-aggression pact, in itself, 
between Germany and Russia, other coun- 
tries could find’ no proper fault. The 
methods by which this particular pact was 
arranged, and the circumstances which 
prompted it, are matters of a different 
order, 

There was little reason to suppose 
Stalin had any chivalrous impulse to spill 
Russian blood to save popular government 
in other countries. From the standpoint 
of his peculiar conception of government, 
it would no doubt be highly satisfactory if 
the democracies and the aggressor states 
would tear each other to pieces and thus 
create conditions favorable for the spread 
of communism. But it might have been 
expected that he would pursue a straight- 
forward course, instead of carrying on se- 
cret dealings with Hitler while pretending 
to be favorable to an alliance with Britain 
and France to bring the Fuehrer’s lawless 
career to a stop. 

Stalin's credit when future bargains 
are to be made will rank no higher than 
that of Herr Hitler. 


Hitler Wins 


When there is no way to enforce its 
terms, an agreement is worth precisely as 
much as the word of the parties to it. 
That in this Berlin- Moscow deal either 
party trusts the other is improbable to 
the point of being impossible. The Fuehrer 
and Stalin know each other too well for 
that. 

For the moment it is to the advantage 
of both to keep the bargain. That either 
will keep it when it is no longer to his 
advantage to do go, history denies. It is a 
pact for today and the conditions of today 
only, It is an arrangement of convenience, 
not confidence. When the conditions 


change, neither party will creais & per- 
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sonal precedent if he finds it advisable to 
forget the bargain. 

Russia gains immunity from threat to 
its western front should it become em- 
broiled with Japan in the Far East. The 
Fuehrer is assured that should he attack 
Poland, or any other third country, he 
will not have to fight Russia, The cir- 
cumstances guarantee that these mutual 
immunities will be real—for the time. The 
future will have to take care of itself. 

The conditions of today are absorbing 
the attention of European statesmen. 
There is no room to doubt, and no reason 
to discount, the substantial advantage 
Hitler has gained. He secures freedom 
from interference by Russia should he 
plunge Europe into war. The cause of 
peace and order has lost a powerful poten- 
tial ally. 

If it was optimistic to assume that 
Stalin would pledge protection to other 
states, at least the assumption was an 
expression of belief in the humanity of 
the Soviet chief. And for that belief a 
good deal was to be said; most of it to 
be found in the speeches of Litvinoff at 
the time of the Munich crisis. 

The question arises, was Stalin even 
then on terms of understanding with Hit- 
ler? The Italian press has said the new 
deal had been long in contemplation. 
Would Russia have kept its treaty then 
if France had moved; or would Litvinoff 
have been cashiered and the democracies 
left in a trap? 


What of the Allies? 


The other side of the case is clear. 
Victories have to be paid for. If he scored 
a victory over the peaceful powers by 
eliminating Russia as a possible recruit 
to their ranks, the Fuehrer has paid 
something for it. He has double-crossed 
every ally he had. 

He threw Japan to the wolves when he 
pledged that he will not move a hand to 
help it, directly or indirectly, should 
Russia choose to settle scores on the Far 
Eastern front. With their armies scat- 
tered over China, and a three months’ old 
war with Russia developing in Outer 
Mongolia, the Japanese Junkers have 
cause to “think furiously’ — and are 
doing just that. 

The deal with the Soviet is a direct 
affront to Mussolini, the arch-enemy of 
communism in Europe. And a warning as 
well that the Berlin-Rome axis may be- 
come a Berlin-Moscow axis. With Hitler's 
troops holding the north end of the 
Brenner Pass, Il Duce must be indulging 
in mental activities very similar to those 
of the gentlemen in Tokyo. 

In Spain, Franco fought and won a 
war against a Government which he de- 
nounced as being both communistic and 
atheistic. On the strength of this claim he 
obtained Italian support. His victory was 
hailed as a victory for religion and a blow 
to communism. There is therefore no 
mystery in the report than Franco’s news- 
paper supporters register unanimous 
“consternation” at Hitler’s truce with the 
Soviet which gave both moral and mate- 
rial support to Franco's enemies. 

Nor can Mussolini and Franco over- 
look the fact that this truce is part of the 
Fuehrer’s plans to crush the sovereign 
Catholic nation of Poland. 

The Fuehrer evidently thought Rus- 
sia’s acquiescence in his plot to destroy 
Poland was worth more to him than the 
solidarity of the Berlin-Rome-Madrid- 
Tokyo alliance. This is adding insult to 
injury. What his allies think of this esti- 
mate of their importance is shown in the 
over-night outbreak of anti-German feel- 
ing among the Japanese troops in China; 
the announcement of Franco that Spain 
will pursue a neutral course if war comes; 
and in the eloquent silence of the usually 
so voluble Italian press.

The extreme sensitiveness of the Dictator- 
ships to criticism is shown by their frequent ex- 
pulsion of foreign journalists. In the past few 
days the Italian Government have expelled two 
French correspondents because they disliked the 
tone of their messages. The French Government 
have replied in kind—and the policy of mutual 
elimination goes guily on. So far, Italy is win- 
ning the game of attrition. Yesterday there were 
three French correspondents left in Rome and 
twenty-two Italians in Paris. The totalitarian 
States have found in the technique of expulsion 
an alternative to the Note of Protest. It is an 
offshoot of a controlled press and Government 
propaganda, Journalists from the democracies 
are sent to these capitals to report the facts. 
Their reward is the daily prospect of being 
shown the door.—London Daily Mail, 


Old and New Russia 


If Lenin communism were governing in 
Russia and Trotzky were commissar of war the 
world might have a fair understanding of what 
the soviets intended. The Reds would then have 
made a non-aggression pact with Germany in 
the hope that Hitler, thus protected in the east, 
would feel free to bring on a general European 
war which would shake the world. In the 
wreck which followed the communists would 
seek the complete destruction of capitalism and 
the despised bourgeoisie everywhere. 

The old communists believed that if capital- 
istic governments risked another imperialistic 
fight there would be nothing left of them, the 
proletariat would arise everywhere, and the 
dawn of its dictatorship eclipsed in 1919 would 
come above the horizon again. Indeed, this view 
is even now expressed in Russia. The day the 
agreement was announced Donald Day of The 
Tribune, in Riga, sent a dispatch quoting the 
journal Bolshevik, organ of the central commit- 
tee of the communist party, saying: “We are not 
interested in these battle lines, but we want to 
develop class warfare behind them in all coun- 
tries participating in hostilities. In previous wars 
the capitalists have won the profits and in any 
war in which we would become involved we are 
determined that the world revolution will win 
the spoils.” 

That would have been the object of the old 
Communists, but there is now no such issue be- 
tween Stalin and Hitler, whose first world cru- 
sade was against the Reds. The combination of 
the Nazis, Fascists, and Japan was ostensibly to 
destroy the bolshevist menace. This holy war 
comes to an appeasement stranger than anything 
Mr. Chamberlain ever undertook. Sentiments 
in Rome and Tokyo must be mixed—as else- 
where. 

Stalin appears in the embrace of Hitler. The 
comrades have joined the kamerads.—Chicago 
Tribune. 


Federation in India 


Between now and September 1 the Indian 
Princes must decide to accept or reject the Bri- 
tish Government’s proposals for the Federation 
of India. Their main objection seems to be based 
on the view that they are now asked to accept 
a plan with terms substantially different from 
those they understood would be offered to them 
and which they were willing to taka They rely 
upon their Treaty rights, rights guaranteed to 
them by the British Crown, including the right 
to administer the affairs of their own states 
through their own officers. 

As if to hasten their decision, however, Mr. 
Gandhi has issued an appeal to the Princes to 
meet the demands for reforms in their states. 
Coupled with this is a statement of what, in 
his opinion, is the minimum that all the Princes 
should guarantee to their subjects. These mini- 
mum requirements include full civil liberty and 
freedom of the press, freedom to form political 
associations and freedom for Indians outside 
particular states to enter them so long as their 
activities are not destructive or violent. 

Most enlightened rulers will have little diffi- 
culty in granting these concessions. But some 
of the Princes do not seem to realize that the 
Congress movement in British India has had its 
effect upon the people of the Indian states. It 
took all Mr. Gandhi's influence to stay the ex- 
tension of the popular movement to the native 
states. Some of the Princes who were warned 
in time are instituting reforms in their systems 
of government, and the Premier of the Punjab 
has drawn up an alternative scheme of Federa- 
tion which may meet some of the objections to 
the British plan. His proposal is to divide the 
whole of India into seven zones, each consisting 
of one or more provinces and their contiguous 
states. Each zone would have a regional legis- 
lature consisting of representatives of the prov- 
inces and states. It is doubtful, however, whether 
even if the British government agreed to this 
alternation in its plan, the change would make it 
acceptable to the Princes.—Vancouver News- 
Herald.
